Secretary of War Alger Makes 
an Absolute Denial 
of Reports

W ashington, April 15. —Secretary Al­ 
ger last night pul an effective quietus 
on the persistent report* that he con­ 
templated retirement from the cabinet 
by a positive and unequivocal statement 
that the reports were absolutely w ith­ 
out foundation aud that unless some un­ 
foreseen and unlooked for contingency 
arises, he proposes to remain secretary 
of war throughout this administration.

NEST OF FILIPINOS ROUTED 


By M ajor W eiseiiberger’s Sharpehoot- 
er»-~Flve Men o f tho N orth D ukota 
R egim en t 
W ere K illed and Tw o 
"Wounded—H ills S h elled by th e L a­ 
gun a d e Bay. 


Manila, April 15.—Starting in easter­ 
ly direction along the road to Pansang- 
han, a party of 60 sharpshooters under 
Lieutenant Southern of the Washington 
regiment, this morning rome upon a 
trench aero** the road about a mile out 
of Santa Cruz, Lieutenant Southern 
was wounded, 
j 
The Americans then advanced, with 
the mounted guns and ‘the Fourteenth 
infantry battalions in the center, Link’s 
battalion of the First Idaho infantry on 
the right and Fralue’s battalion of the 
i First North Dakota infantry on the 
left, both flanking. 
Tho trench was 
carried without loss to the Americans. 
Pansaughan was found deserted. 
The troops on entering the abandoned 
houses found them in perfect order. 
A 
! few guerilla shots were exchanged, and 
one member of the Fourteenth regi­ 
ment was shot in the leg by his com­ 
rades, who were aiming at a cariboo. 
One Filipino was killed and five were 
wounded in the encounter beyond Ton­ 
gas. 
Manila, April 15.—General Lawton 
yesterday marched north along the road 
between the hills aud the lake w ith the 
gunboats Napidau and Laguna dc Bay 
abreast of his troops. 
The enemy wa* 
retreating northward. 
On Wednesday the troops crossed the 
Paghanjan aud concentrated at Lam- 
ban at the mouth of the river. 
After 
leaving two companies of the Four­ 
teenth regiment to guard the entrance 
of the river, the troops marched to Lon­ 
ga* aud found it deserted. 
Furniture, 
which had been dropped in the flight of 
the natives, was scattered along the 
trials leading into the hills. 
Major W eisenberger’s sharpshooters 
were sent toward Paetos Ancontonia in 
the afternoon. 
They ran upon a nest 
of rebels in some thick bushes which af­ 
forded a splendid cover. 
Five men of 
the North Dakota regiment were killed 
and two were wounded, two of the 
former dying after having teen brought 
to Longa* church, where Father Mc­ 
Kinnon administered the sacrament to 
them. 
The main body of the American troops, 
while at dinner in Dongas, heard the 
firing and advanced to the support of 
the sharpshooters. 
A scout, from a hill, 
saw the little fight aud many white 
coats running into the hills. 
The La­ 
guna de Bay at the beginning of the 
fight shelled the hills, making them too 
hot for the enemy. 
The Americans entered San Antonio 
at sunset without meeting with any re­ 
sistance. 
Twenty unarmed prisoners, 
bearing copies of the proclamation of 
the Uilited States Philippine commis­ 
sion, which they had somehow secured, 
were afterwards released and sent out­ 
side our lines with bandies of proclama­ 
tions to distribute. 
The Fourth cavalry 
is guarding Santa Cruz. 
Two companies of the Fourteenth reg­ 
iment are at the mouth of the river, two 
are at Pasig aud two are at Lainbun, 
and one of the Fourteenth and four of 
the North Dakota regiments are at San 
Antonio. 
The remainder of the troops 
are at Lou gas. 
General Lawton is on 
board the Laguna de Bay aud the Cas­ 
co*** are off San Antonio.
